tory, It was for the Attorney General to 
set out, according to the ordinary rule of 
criminal proceedings, the words which he 
alleged were detamatoy, and to omit 
all tho other which were in the lstter 
but which he did not charge aa defa- 
matory. Until be did ao, the defendant was 
oortaiuly greatly embarrassed, His embar- 
ragament arose both with regatd tothe plead- 
inga which he should make end the evidence 
‘he should eal.” ‘the ground on whivh the 
whole criminal proovedings of England was 
bused was that there should be no such 
embarrassment to the: defendant.
